Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The IDS, filed 1 1/23/05, has been considered in full. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings, as originally filed, are acceptable as formal. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1 and 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1 , 
line 7, "oil return" should be - an oil return-. In claim 3, "oil reservoir" should be - 
annular oil reservoir — to remain consistent with the previously recited claim language. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , the recitation that the oil pump having two spindles with oppositely 
extending feeding channels is indefinite. It is not clear whether the pump has the 
feeding channels or the spindles provide for the feeding channels. 

Claim 1 , line 8, "the bearing seat" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 4 is indefinite since the seal wouls be placed between the shaft and 
housing in the clearance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. the following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by FR 
982490 (cited by applicant). 

FR 892490 shows the claimed subject matter where a bearing (e.g. 6) has a 
reservoir (21 ) and a pump (1 1 ); the pump circulates oil to the top of the bearing and the 
oil has two passages (see figure 3 where there are two passages back to the reservoir 
from (26)); the pump being supported at either end and therefore meets the language 
for two spindles, there being a seal at either end of the housing (1). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Erdmannsdoerfer et al. (5,693,217). 

Erdmannsdoerfer et al. shows the claimed invention where a bearing to be 
lubricated is located in the centrifuge (6) and there being a pump (P) which is supported 
at either end and therefore has two spindles and two return routs for the oil, a primary 
and a bypass stream, the seal in the centrifuge being inherent since it is a pressure 
(pump(P)) lubricated system.
